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SUBJ: KOREA AT 29TH UNGA: PIJI 

1. NEW ZEALAND DEPUTY PERMREP MANSFIELD REPORTED NOV 19 THAT 
PIJI PERMREP SIKIVOU TOLD HIM SAME DAY THAT WHILE HE HAD NO 
PINAL INSTRUCTIONS ON KOREA RES, HE MIGHT ABSTAIN ON BOTH. 
SIKIVOU REPERRED TO INTERNAL POLITICAL SITUATION IN SOUTH 
KOREA, SAID HE DIDN'T SEE MUCH DIPPERENCE BETWEEN "THE 

TWO AUTHORIZATION REGIMES," AND CLAIMED PIJI SHOULD NOT 
SUPPORT EITHER SIDE. 

2. MANSFIELD ARGUED THAT PEACE AND STABILITY AND NOT 
INTERNAL POLITICS WERE THE ISSUE AT UN MANSPIELD POINTED 
OUT THAT AT BEGINNING OP UNGA SESSION PIJI COUNSELLOR 
NANDAN, IN DECLINING TO COSPONSOR, HAD PROMISED FIJIAN 
SUPPORT OF FRIENDLY RESOLUTION. SIKIVOU SAID NANDAN NOW 
IN FIJI AND ALSO DISCLAIMED KNOWLEDGE OF SUCH A PROMISE. 

3. MANSFIELD WILL SEE SIKIVOU AGAIN TO URGE SUPPORT 

OP PRIENDLY RES AND VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE ONE, AND WILL 
ASK AUSTRALIAN PERMREP ALSO TO CONTACT PIJI PERMREP. 
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4. DEPT PLEASE REPEAT SEOUL AND TOKYO AS APPROPRIATE. 
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
